2. Claim 9 has been canceled.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-8, 10, 24-28, 30, 33-43 are allowed. 

5. The allowable Subject matter was indicated in office Action mailed on 08/17/2007. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or combination with the cited art so 
as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in claim 7. 

As claim 7, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious "a first set of light emitters are arranged as an array encircling the elongated 
vessel or tubing a longitudinal location along the vessel or tubing, and at least a second set light 
detectors are arranged as arrays encircling the elongated vessel or tubing at a longitudinally 
different location along the vessel or tubing" in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 7. 

The dependent claims 8, 10, 24-28, 30, 33-43 are allowed by virtue of their dependence 
upon claim 7.
